■ItTes through his instrumentality to Canada, still an' 
terprise so wild and fntile as this could not have received 
»ny conotenance in that direction. 

As to Capt Brown, all who know him personally are 
Boitrf in the conviction that a more honest, conscientious, 
tjuthful, brave, disinterested man (however misguided or 
safortunale). does not exist; that he possesses a deeply 
religions nature, powerfully wrought upon by the trials 
through which he has passed ; that he as sincerely believes 
bim^f to have been raised up by God to deliver the 
oppre^ in this country, in the way he has chosen, as 
did Moses in relation to the deliverance of the captive 
Israelites; that when he says, he aims to be guided by 
the Golden Rule, it is no cant from his li^, but a vital 
application of it to bis own soul," remembering those that 
are in bonds as bound with them ”; that when be affirms 
that be had no other motive for his conduct at Harper’s 
Ferry except to break the chains of the oppressed, by the 
•facing of the least possible amount of human blood, be 
speaks “ the truth, the whole truth, and nothing bnt the 
truth ”; and that if be shall be (as be will speedily, beyond 
a perodventure) pnt to death, be will not die ignobly, bnt 
as a martyr to bis sympathy for a suffering race, and in 
defence of the sacred and inalienable rights of man, and 
will therefore deserve to be held in grateful and honorable 
remembrance to the latest posterity by all those who 
glory iu the deeds of a Wallace or Tell, a Washington or 
Warren. Read his replies to the interrogatories pro¬ 
pounded to him by Senator Mason and others I Is there 
another man, of all the thirty millions of people inhabit¬ 
ing this country, who could have answered more wisely, 
more impressively, more conrageonsly, or with greater 
moral dignity, under such a trying ordeal T How many 
hearts will ^ thrilled and inspired by bis utterances! 
Read, too, his replies in court with reference to his coon- 
Ml 1 Where shall a more undaunted spirit be found ? In 
vaiu will the sanguinary tyrants of the South, and their 
Northern minions, seek to cover him with infamy : 

^‘Courts, judges cen inflict no brand of shame, 

Of sba|id of death, to shroud him from applause.” 

For, by the logic of Concord, Lexington and Banker 
Hill, and by tte principles enforced by this nation in its 
Declaration of independence, Capt. Brown was a hero, 
straggling against fearful odds, not for his own advantage, 
but to redeem others from a horrible bondage, to be jus¬ 
tified in all that be aimed to achieve, however lacking in 
sound discretion. And by the same logic and the same 
principles, every slaveholder has forfeited bis right to live, 
if his destruction be necessary to enable his victims to 
break the yoke of bondage ; and they, and all who are 
disposed to aid them by force and arms, are fully war¬ 
ranted in carrying rebellion to any extent, and securing 
freedom at whalimr co t. 

It will be a tertible losing day for all slavedom when 
John Brown and bis associates are brought to the gallows. 
It will be sowing seed broadcast for a harvest of retribu¬ 
tion. Their blood will cry trumpet-tongned from the 
ground, and that cry will be responded to by tens of 
thousands in a manner that shall cause the knees of the 
Sontbern slave-mongers to smite together as did those of 
Belshazzar of old 1 0 that they might avoid all this by 
a timely repentance!

to which they will be hurried with the least possible 
delay. John Brown and his party have evidently en¬ 
larged the ideas of the slaveholders in Virginia and else¬ 
where. They had never conceived of a fanaticism which 
should lead men i nto such a desperate and fatal enterprise 
on a mere abstract principle—for the benefit of a despised 
race, who had nothing to give them for their servi^ 
Whenever their own pro-slavery zeal led them to such a 
foray into Kansas, they never undertook it- unless they 
had reason to think they were ten to one against their 
enemies, and with the knowledge that they bad the whole 
forces of the General Government at their back. Hav- 
ing been ignominiously defeated and driven out of Kansas 
m spite of these odds, they are by no means certain that I 
the terrible Brown may not yet be able to drive them out 
of Virginia also, though half dead and in chain. 

We know very well that it is hard arguing with 
a panic—in a confessed fright lest there may be a repe¬ 
tition of the attack. But one would think that a little 
worldly wisdom and discretion might show them that the 
» nrse they are pursuing is precisely the one to invite far¬ 
ther invasion, and to stimulate a spirit of insurrection 
among their slaves. The Lynch law, under the forms of 
common law, by which men unfit to be out of their beds 
are hurried to a mock trial, is of itself a confession of 
weakness, only encouraging to desperate men of the qual- 
ity of Brown and his compaDiODS—if any each snrTive, 
and have a mind to poraoe his work or to revenge bis 
death. The aonoancement that there is an extensive 
conspiracy at the North to free the slaves, of which this 
daring attempt was the first demonstration, would 
seem to be the most effectual way to keep the mind. .. 
the slave population calm and quiet in the enjoyment of 
the blessings of their lot This summary disposition of 
Capt. Brown, should it be carried through, would have j 
the effect Voltaire said the execution of Admiral Byng 
was designed to have —“pour encourager lesautres ”—to 
encourage others to go and do likewise. Besides the 
actual terrors in the vicinage, the dwire of turuing the 
affair into good, available political capital has, anques-' 
tionaly, led to the proceedings now going on. It is not 
likely that the zeal of the Democracy can be fanned to a 
more fervent heat than what it now glows withal, by any 
such agitation. Bat it is hoped, by exaggerating the 
dangers of this attack, to frighten some of the more timid 
Republicans into supporting the national faction, which 
had not the prudence to foresee and prevent it, even when 
told beforehand of it. But we think we may assure Gov. 
Wise and Senator Mason that the Republicans are not 
such fools as they take them for. While disapproving of 
the invasion of "Virginia by Brown, on principle, as much 
as they did that of Kansas by Titus, and Pate, and 
Buford, they canoot think the peace of the country likely 
to be maiotained by keeping the men in power who bad 
the villany to promote the one while they had not the 
energy to hinder the other. It is not their notion that 
bonsebreakiog is to be cured by retaiuiag notorious bur¬ 
glars oo the police. We are of the opinion that more 
rather than less persons will be led to the conclosion, by 
the affair at Harper’s Ferry and its consequences, that 
the first thing to be done is to strip eff the livery from 
cur present disgraceful servants at Washington, and see 
whether a new set will not do the work better. Cer¬ 
tainly, they cannot do it worse.

“ MAD BROWN’S INSURRECTION.’ 

This is the term by which the late bloody affair at 
Harper’s Ferry is designated by the Republican organs, 
DOW that it baa been proved a sad failure. * * * It 
is true that a few of the conservative portion of the Re¬ 
publican party thought that the Kansas disturbers were 
going too far, and that the same class look with abbor- 
reoce upon this late sangaioary attempt at Harper’s 
Ferry; but we think it is quite probable that the various 
Garrisouiau and Seward cliques were well aware that it 
;ras prearranged ; in fact, that such an opening of the 
' irreprersible conflict ” was desired, though their organs 
ow talk of it as "Brown’s crazy insarrectioD," and 
“ Mad Brown’s insurrection,” and describe its leader as 
Old Ossawattomie Brown, and call him a misguided fana¬ 
tic, and so forth ; but at the same time they go as far to 
justify bis act as they dare; and wbeu bis trial comes oo, 
then we shall probably see by whose authority “ Mad 
Brown ” acted. 

Thus the affair at Harper’s Ferry is one of the straws I 
that show which way the political wind blows. Its lesson 
should not be miauuderstood. Let the Southern opposi¬ 
tion members of CoDgre88,wbeo they come to the organi-j 
zation of the House, not forget the Harper’s Ferry out¬ 
break and the lesson it teaches them. That Mr. Seward 
is the arch-agitator who is responsible for this iosarrection 
no one who bas read bis Rochester manil'esto can deny. 
That bis elevation to the Presidency would stimulate ser¬ 
vile insurrectioD all over the Southern country is likewise I 
beyond peradventure. Mr. Seward once in the White 
House, his doctrines, howsoever fauatical, or brutal, or 
cruel they may be, have a degree of importance and weight 
which they can obtain in no other way ; and while we 
sbonld be among the last persons in the world to predict 
anything like real danger to the Union of the States or 
the Bicurity of all onr people in the enjoyment of their 
homes and the peaceful possession of their properties, of I 
whatever kind they may be, yet it most be admitted that 
the election of Seward would act as a powerlul incentive 
to men of the Brown stamp. The leading Seward organ 
in this city is quite lachrymose over Brown, and the Abo¬ 
litionists ^ mourn for him as for a chief in Israel fallen 
in the front of the battle.

Wb have long believed that tbe Abolitionists of the! 
North would not hesitate to perpetrate any crime for tbe 
fartberance of their designs, and, indeed, tfleirown pulpit 
and press have repeatedly proclaimed that robbery and 
murder are no crimes, but, on tbe contrary, virtues, when 
committed for the purpose of obtaining freedom.

On the other hand, we hope most 
devontly that this sadden and startling explosion will not i 
be withont its effect upon the North. Surely snch an act 
must convince the patriotic and national men of that ^- 
tion, who, we ace happy to koow, comprise a large portion 
of the community, of the importance of greater activity 
aod energy in tbe exercise of their conservative influence, 
and it might open even the eyes of Abolitionists to tbe 
iniquity, as well as impracticability, of their cherished' 
schemes.

The Herald, and one or two sheets of kindred temper, 
are doing their utmost to alarm the South, by holdiog up 
this affair as only one incident of a gigantic crusade, 
organized at the North, and to be wagrf for the emanci¬ 
pation of Southern slaves by iovolving the Southern 
States in one vast ontbreak of insurrection.

Of one thing we feel certain; the great mass of tbe 
people North, whatever may be their political sentiments 
or party relations, regard every snch attempt to emanci¬ 
pate Soutbern slaves as that which has just been ernsbed 
in Virginia with horror and execration. They have no 
sympathy with it or toleration for it There donbtlere 
are men among them who would not stop at any extremity 
of violence and outrage to bring about their cherished 
end. Abolitionists of the school of Qerrit Smith, Fred. 
Douglass and GarrisoD, iu tbe excess of their philan¬ 
thropy and brotherly love, would nuqaestionubly plnuge 
the whole country into one wild abyss of anarchy a«l 
blood, for the sake of overthrowing the institation of 
slavery. It is not love of tbe slave, bnt hatred of tbe| 
white, that impels them; and there is no extremity of 
horror which woold give them a moment’s pause in their I 
bloody work. There seems reason to believe that this 
Virginia movement has been prompted, or at least aided, 
by them. We would not prejudge any man, however 
obnoxions to snspicioo, in so serioos a matter—and noth¬ 
ing but clear and conclosive evidence will lead os to 
adjudge them guilty. But if they have been guilty of 
this great crime, not only agaiust inooceut individuals, but 
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offences. We can pity and perhaps pardon tbe man who 
runs into crime from excess of tempoi-ary impulse or tbe 
overmastery of uocurbed passion ; but tbe cold-blooded 
conspirator, who sits io security at home, and plots against 
tbe lives of tbousauds of innocent women aod children r 
thousand miles away—who sends daggers and rifles 11 
quest of blood to vindicate a theory of bis own, without 
toe remotest chance of makiog anybody better or happier 
by bis deeds—is a public enemy, and can hope for neither 
sympathy nor compassion from tbe commnoity which be 

eks to destroy.

It is this peculiar peril of Southern life which readers 
the people of the South so seusitive to tbe agitation of 
the slavery question. We reproach and deDouoce them 
for their hostility to free discussion, for excluding anti¬ 
slavery pnblicatioos, for tbeir suspicion of tourists and 
travellers from tbe Northern States, and for the violent 
and lawless vengeance with which they resent any attempt 
to interfere with their slaves at home. But there is a 
very evident reason for all this. They live in tbe midst 
of tbe most fearful perils which can haunt tbe social life 
of any community. They are in the power of tbe slaves 
who surrouod them. They live iu uonstant and abidiog 
dread of conspiracy and insurrection among them. They 
know that if aoy soph movement should be made, the 
lives of tbeir wives aid children would be at tbe merajt of 
an ignorant and degraded race. Wbat wonder, theu, that 
they should be keenly seusitive to every biut of dauger, 
and eveo irrationally sospicioua of everything that indi¬ 
cates tbe approach of tbe peril they fear 7 It is easy to 
denounce them as false tu tbe principles of republican¬ 
ism, as discardiog all tbe rights which belong to men iu 
free governments, aod as trampling upon tbe guarantees 
of freedom of speech and of action, contained io our funda¬ 
mental law. But it is only fair to remember tbe intense 
and overwhelming motive which impels them to Ibis con¬ 
duct, aud to bear in mind that theories and abstract prin¬ 
ciples have little power when weighed against tbe awful 
dangers which an iosarrection of Soutbern slaves must 
always involve. 

Now that tbe peril bas passed away aod can be looked 
fully in tbe face, tbe South bos every reasoo, if she will 
but see tbe truth, to feel herself stronger than ever—not 
indeed in her own sectional force, but in tbe quick 
response of tbe Northern millions to her seotimeois of 
indignation and alarm. It is time now for the calmness 
and forbearance of conscious power to show tbemaelves 
iu her beariug. If ebe would cement afresh tbe bonds 
which nnite her with tbe conservative North, let her pat 
away from herself now not only all clamor aud ferocity of 
~~ngeau^ but even the appearance of extravagant baste 

iwictiog tbeir deserts upon tbe offenders whom she 
baa seized. John Brown bas killed all tbreateoiaf 
tiooalism at the North, nnless the South shall so deal 
with John Brown as to revive its ghost. If it were pos¬ 
sible, in conformity with the ends of justice, to enforce 
upon this stout old fanatic tbe excuse of madoess which 
be so angrily repudiates, and deal with him accordingly, 
the Abolitionist Crusade would receive a heavier blow 
than from tbe banging of twenty such as be. All sensible 
men at tbe South as well as at the North must see that 
Brown himself is a sort of Balfour of Barley, whose pluck 
and daring must make him in any event very troubleso^ 
as a martyr. Let him, then, have as little martyrdom' 
and as much mercy as may be. His deeds will bear, are 
already bearing, good fruit for tbe nation, in concentrating 
' feeling of natio^ disgust upon tbe men of words who 

ifiamed this man to action—upon tbe partisans who 
played tbeir sly little game with this fanatic’s serioos pas¬ 
sion. They fancied that John Brown’s plan was a mere 
counter, like theirs; it bas turned oat to be solid coin, 
and tbe loss is theirs. 

Nothing can repair their mistake bnt an attempt on 
the part of Southern sectionalists to use John Brown and 
bis insurrection as a lever for pressing tbeir sectionalism 
home npon the General Government Tbe peace of the 
Union is now very much in tbe bands of tire Sooth. If 
the South will frankly nuite with the conservative North 
in keeping tbe whole question of slavery out of Congress 
and beyond tbe national ioterferenoe—in feavingK^ 
is, to tbe laws of nature, and tbe practical good sense of 
the people—the imeute at Harper’s Ferry will prove, 
indeed, a “ blessing io disguise” to tbe whole coaotry.

The extent of this iniquitous plot cannot be estimated 
by the number of men detected aod killed or captured at 
Harper’s Ferry; the localitiea from whence these men 
came—from New England, from Iowa, from Ohio, from 
Kansas—show an extent of coaotry embracing the whole 
Northern section of the Union, as involved in the attempt 
at iostigatiog servile iusurrection in Yirginia. Alarming 
as is tbe fact that so extended a conspiracy bas been 
detected, a yet more serious circumstauee is presented in 
the amount of pecuniary means at the disposal of tb^ 
leaders.

Wb stated last week that the prisoners taken at 
Harper’s Ferry, viz : John Brown, Aaron 0. Stephens 
and Edwin Ooppie, white men, and Shields Green and 
John Copeland, free n^roes, had been indicted on four 
separate counts: 

1. For felonionsly and traitorously makiog rebellion 
and levy ing war against the^ Commonwealth of Virginia, 
and, in carrying out their treasonable ends, taking certain 
citizens as prisoners and slaying aod murdering five 
others; also with setting up a government separate from 
and hostile to the existing government of Virginia. 

2. For maliciously and feloniously conspiriug to induce 
certain slaves to rebel and make insurrection against their 
masters aod owners aod against the government of Vir¬ 
ginia. 

3 and 4. For murder, as principals and accessaries. 

The Governmect elected to try John Brown first The 
jury, impanoelled yesterday (tbe Court having refused to 
postpone the trial far even two or three days to permit 
tbe prisoner to procure counsel from among- his friends), 
is composed mostly of farmers from remote parts of the 
Coooty, who were not eye-witnesses of events at Harper’s 
Ferry. 

Hunter and Harding appeared for tbe Commooweallb; 
Bolts and Green were assigned by the Court ta counsel 
fur tbe prisoner. 

Brown was brought iu, this morning, so weak that he 
was compelled to lie at full length on a cot within tbe bar. 

A despatch was read from A. H. Lewis. Akron, Ohio, 
staling that insanity is hereditary in John Brown’s 
family; that bis mother’s sister died with it, and a daugh¬ 
ter of that stater is uow iu a luoatio asylum ; that a son 
^d daughter of bis mother’s brother have been confioed 
in ao asylum, and another son of that brother is now insane 
and noder close restraint 

Mr. Bolts, Brown’s connsel, said be was requested by 
him to say ttat while he admitted that some of his rela¬ 
tives 00 the mother’s side hud beeo ioaaoe, be did not 
regard himself as insane, aud diadaioed to put in such a 
plea. The prisoner raised himself up his bed and said :

The coonsel for tbe prisoner then renewed the request 
for a postponement of the trial for a short time, till the 
counsel for which he had sent should arrive. They nairH 
for only one day’s delay, hot this reasonable request was 
refused, the counsel for the goveroment iotimaiiog that 
the prisoner was sbammiog sickness aod seeking time for 
bis friends to effect a rescue. The jury having been sworn, 
the Coart directed that tbe prisoner might forego tbe 
form of staodiog while arraigned, if be i&ired it. He 
pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Harding opened the case for the government, stat¬ 
ing clearly wbat they expected to prove. 

Mr. Green and Mr. Batts spoke Bocce»iveIy for tbe 
prisoner, with apparent fairness, ntteriog the usual caution 
to the jury to keep themselves free from prejudice, and 
give him tbe benefit of aoy reasooabie doubts as to bis 
guUt upoa aoy count of the indictment. They explained 
some priuoipies of law applicable to the case, teliiug tbe 
jury that the prisoner could not be pao'isbed in Virgiula 
fir offeoces committed in Maryland, and iotimatiog tbat 
some of tbe acts of which be stood accused bad been per¬ 
petrated, if at all, in the latter State. As for the prisooer'a 
coofessioos of treason, they were not evidence, out baviug 
been made, as the sutute required, in open court. Mr.

And to my question as to what was done with tbe dross 
he answered,“It is one of the most important articled 
connected wth our bnsiness; it is used in the potteries to 
polish the inside of the ware ; and where there are many 
potteries carried on, it would be of itself an advantageous 
employment to make thU dross.” I see also, my friends, 
that tbe dross of the refining world cannot be spared. To 
attempt to plant freedom with the bayonet, to attempt to 
enthrone the Golden Rule by blood—these I see to be the 
dross cast off in the elimination of n great idea.

I HEED hardly say that the chief topic here for tbe past 
week has been the outbreak at Harper’s Ferry. The 
party organa disenss it, each from its own point of view, 
and ail with an eye to their own interests. Beginning 
with tbe words of patriotism, they end with the clap-trap 
of tbs more politician. 

To the Buchanan Democrats it is a perfect god-send. 
It holds oat to them a hope of retrieving their fallen for- 
taues. They rejoice with exceeding great joy—not that 
the iasurrectioa was nipped in the bud, and Its evil con¬ 
sequences averted, but that an event has happened which 
puls into their hands a weapon that may be used with 
effect against their political enemies. Tbe Republi 
speak in a tone and wear an aspect more becoming the 
sadness of tbe occasion ; but their sorrow is produced by 
the same cause that has filled their opponents with joy- 
the probable effect of the whole affair on the coming Pre- 
sidintial election. The Buchauau papers bristle with 
capitals and exclamation points, to mark tbe enormity of | 
the outrage and denote the evils of—Sewardism 1 Tbe 
Republicau journals affect to regard it as a trifling affair, 
that will soon be forgotten, and ascribe it all to tbe policy | 
of the Administration in Kansas. Our Douglas organ 
takes a sort of intermediate view. It talks courteously 
all round ; deplores tbe catastrophe at Harper’s Ferry ;

It is for joarnals snob as yonrs, and 
editors like yourself, to speak ont plainly at this coojauc- 
tare, and, wilhont fear or favor, say all that the occasion 
may suggest. 

Yonr motto is ” Withont concealment, withont compro¬ 
mise.” This is the principle of all yonr—I may say of| 
all onr anti-slavery action. We do nothing in a eorner. 
Placing no reliance on political machinery^and engaging 
in no secret plot, we have nothing to fear in the way of | 
party defeat or endangering personal disclosures. We 
are at liberty, therefore, at all times, to exercise the 
tallest freedom of speech on any topic that may claim our 
attention. Tbe people understand this, and they will 
therefore look to The Stahdabd this week* for 
pendent and well-considered exposition of this whole 
subject. 

We, here in Philadelphia, were as much taken by 
prise as you seem te have been by this extraordinary 
outbreak which now occupies the pnblic attention. True, 
some of ns had an inkling, more than a year ago, tba 
some overt act against slavery was in contemplatiou 

t as it was on the part of persons with whom we hao 

conuection, and as tbe thing itself seemed so utterly 
ohlmerical, we never gave the matter any consideration 
It was not until this “ insarrection,” as it is called, bad 
actually broken out that we became eonvinoed that any¬ 
thing formidable had ever been intended. The affair] 
took everybody by surprise ; and everybody naturally 
wanted to know what it meant To gratify this laudable 
curiosity, “An Anti-Slavery Mao,” whose position was 
supposed to give him special opportunities for informa¬ 
tion, sent a note to ThePreu, stating “ all he knew on tl 
subject,” which was in substance as follows : Ist, that 
military gentleman had told him, more than a year ago, 
that Ossawatomie Brown bad returned from Kansas and 
intending to carry the war agaisst slavery into the 
enemy’s camp, and that he himself was ready to draw the 
sword for universal freedom ; 2d, that he had since 
heard, from another source, a similar rumor in regard to 
Brown’s intentions ; and, 31, that, not many weeks ago, 
a highly intelligent gentleman, just retorned from foreign 
travel, had, in conversation with bim, used language 
which implied both knowledge and approval on his part 


ledged conrteonsly the conunnaication, and satisfaction 
was expressed on all hands that the party who wrote it 
had furnished his quota of information. 

But The. Public Ledger took rather a different view of the 
matter. Tnat virtuous journal immediately conceived the 
idea that the writer in The Prea had been “ in the con- 
splraoy,” and ought, therefore, to be “ arraigned for trea¬ 
son, as an accessory before the fact.” He demanded to 
know who the writer was; and, on being informed, which 
was evidently more than he expected or desired, oon-

That an expedition promising nothing, from its character, 
bat discomfiture and rain should have accomplished 
results so extraordinary is trnly astonishing. Why, the 
affair is really more a victory than a defeat. That nine¬ 
teen men—fourteen whites and five blacks—should take 
a town of 2,900 inhabitants, seize the United States 
armory, with all its munitions of war, capture some thirty 
or forty prisoners, and hold them all for thirty-six hoars, 
would be, in the absence of the proof now before us, 
almost as incredible as tbe feat of the Irishman who, ac¬ 
cording to bia own acconnt, captured a whole platoon by 
himself “ sorronading ” them. 

Mr. Brown (let his name forever hereafter be pro- 
nonnced with respect) has struck a blow which is making 
tyrants tremble, and causing their system to vibrate to 
its foundation. What revelations has it made of the 
weakness of the slaveholding States ns against the free 
States ; of a slaveholdiog conntry against an invading 
To Abclitionists this is no plainer now than it was 
before ; bat to a people besotted by slavery a sign was 
needed; and now one has been given, and that so plain 
and palpable that be that rnns may read, 

Tbongb tbe movement was began as a mere physical 
assault, it has assnmed tbe dignity of a commanding 
moral demonstration. Tbe blood which has been spilled 
has been chiefly that of the invaders. Those who remain 
are prisoners, and that from their desire to spare even 
the feelings of their enemies. Their olemency will donbt- 
less cost them the forfeit of their lives. 

Then the heroism of these msn, and especially th t of 
their leader ; bis magoanimity ; bia care for tbe safety of 
the prisoners; his consideration for their wives and cbU- 
dren ; his entire superiority to all fear; bis aohle bear- 
iog in the hands of his enemies ; his answers to their in¬ 
terrogatories ; his dignified rebnke of those who won 
have insnlted him ; bis high-toned morality as betse 
the master and the slave ; his whole port and bearing 
described in the acconnt given of bis interview with 
Senator Mason and others; surely, if this be not a hero, 
look io vain for a man worthy of that title. He may 
a “ crazy fanatic,” as be is called, and as we have 
hitherto regarded him ; but if people thns denomimttd 
can assert and defend such doctrines as he did in the in¬ 
terview allnded to, and with such dignity and power, 
then forever after this commend ns to crazy fiuuuiatm. 

What a contrast does bis coarse and that of his as 
oiates present to that of the panic-stricken and posiliaai- 
mons Virginians 1 A gentleman, not an Abolitionist, 
who was present after the capture of Brown, and whose 
sympathies at first were all with the Virginians, describes 
the condnct of the latter as disgatling in thj bigbsit 
degree. Such a combination of cowardice and cmelty 
he bad never before witnessed. They bad stood aloof 
from danger before the engine-honse was taken, but after 
that they could hardly be kept from murdering the pri¬ 
soners. They vented their impotent rage by firing balls 
into the dead bodies which were left lying in the streets; 
the young F. F. V.’s amused themselves sbooting mark 
at the corpse of the mm who was slain in the river; tbe 
remains of the son of Mr. Brown, who was shotltairn, as 
his father avers, while bearing a fl ig of trace, were taken 
by a Virginia medical student, crammed Into a packing- 
box, in the presence of the people, and carried orf to 
another part of the Slate for dissection I The prisoners 
who were captnred, their chief having been cut down 
after he had surrendered, were laid npoa rnde and com¬ 
fortless pallets, and left in their gore and grizzliness jost 
— they came from the battle-field I Such facts tell their 
'n import and need no comment. 


onrSelvee, our property, our happine® and our national 
existence.”

I see by the papers that the trial commenced to-day, 
and that it is the intention to harry it tbrongh and 
execute the prisoners as soon ss possible. 1 presume this 
is hardly said on the authority of the Court, bat that it 
does that body no iojnstice I think there can be little 
doubt. The almost nniversal impression is that the pri¬ 
soners will be hung. It is not the way of slaveholders, 
io cases of this kind, to exercise either clemency or com¬ 
mon sense. When their passions are up, they are withont 
forethought These Virginians are not capable of fore¬ 
seeing tbe ultimate conseqaences of these men’s execn- 
tioQ. They are not aware of the profound impression it 
will make tbrongbout all the free States, and s 
enlightened people everywhere. It does not 
them that tbe day which consigns John Brows and his 
associates to tbe gallows, if that should be their fat: 
will elicit demonstrations which, to tbe thoaghtfnl among 
them, will be more pregnant with danger to their system 
than was tbe night co which be invaded their shoris and 
held them at bis mercy. These demonstrations will indi¬ 
cate to them, in a manner not to be misunderstood, the 
horror which is cherished by a virtnons community for 
tbe crimes of slavery, and will foreshadow the overthrow 
which, at no distant day, mast befall that fell systeoL 0 
that the slaveholders ooald for onoe be wise 1 that they 
conld be persuaded to listen to the trnth ! that they conld 
be made to distingnisb between their friends and enemies I 
ITie AbolUionisls are their best friends. They would avert a 
servile war, aud save them from the horrors of insnrrec- 
tion. They have essayed to do this over since they lannohed 
their movement, and until now they have succeeded. 
Their power in this regard seems, however, to be coming 
end. The aggressions of tbe Slave Oligarchy are 
reacting upon people who are not amenable to tbe prin¬ 
ciples or under the infinence of the recognized AbolUion- 
n who bate as well as love; men who have 
wrongs to reveoge; men who abhor slavery of all kjyds, 
and know no means but that of tbs sword for its over¬ 
throw ; each men, and others entirely anknown to tbe 
Abolitionists, now threaten to take the question in hand 
and press it to an issue. It shall be, as it has been in 
times past, onr effort to held these people in restraint; 
bat wbat gnarantee can we have ol snocess, if some steps 
be not taken, and that speedily, by tboee who maintain 
the wrong, toward an ahatement of the naisance! 

And who are the men that maintain the wrong! Not 
ore the slaveholders at tbe South than tbe politicians, 
priests and base janrnalists of the North, whose patriotism 
consists in denonneing Abolitionists — whose religion 
bnsies itself in exeneing the wrongs of slavery—whose 
regard for the pnblio welfare shows itself in demanding 
the arraignment of people who offend them by atteiiog 
disagreeable trntb. These are tbe men whose coarse at 
this crisis is most pregnant with mischief to the country. 
Bat enoagh of this sabjeoL 
Hon. J. R. Giddings gave as bia lectare, last evening,

As it appears my letter is not to be pablisbed till this 
week, allow me to add apostacripL 
Mr. Giddings gave as his prom'ised speech on Friday 
evening, and a mnre telling one has rarely been delivered 
in this city. His venerable years, his vainable services, 
the exciting topic he was to disenss and h'ls own alleged 
personal connecUon with the same, bronght ont, as yon 
may snppose, an immense andieoce. He fnlSUed the 
promise of bis advertisement and made a clean breast of 
it His speech contained not the slightest reflection on 
the character or condnct of John Brown ; on the con¬ 
trary, it was an implied enlogy from the beginning to 
the end. Mr. G., as yon know, is not a moral-force Abo¬ 
litionist, but asserts, in the broadest terms, the right and 
duty of all men enslaved to secare and maintain their 
freedom, if need be at the cost of life. He repeated tbe 
sangniomry sentiment he onoe uttered in Congress—“ if be 
were a slave and there was no other way of obtaining his 
freedom, and it were in his power, he wonld walk over the 
dead bodies of bis enslavers from Mississippi to Malden.” 
And tbe people responded to tbe sentiment with load ap¬ 
plause. James Mott, the venerable President of the 
Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery Society, sat at Mr. Giddinga’s 
right hand, approving—not the war principles and mea¬ 
sures advocated by the speaker, bat the consistency and 
bravery of the man who dared to avow them, 

Of course sneh a speech, reoeived in saeh a manner, 
could not fail to raise a howl among the supporters of the 
Administration. The Pennsylvanian is out this morning 
with a violent editorial on the sabject. It characterizes 
Mr. Giddings’s address as “ a jnstifleation of insurrec¬ 
tion, robbery, murder and treason.” It calls on the 
people to reflect on the enormity of tolerating snehj 
treasonous proceedings in oar midst.” It insists that 
such toleration “ at each a time as this is a crime against

Ton can hardly snppose that we have talked mneh of 
anything bnt tbe Battle of Harper’s Ferry for the last 
fortnight. While agreeing mainly with yonr leader of 
last week on that sabject, I think tbe heading 

That affair was not an Insurrection in any sense of | 
tbe word—either of Blacks or Whites. It was a battle in 
tbe regular coarse of tbe War which has always existed 
fact between slavery and freedom, bat which was reduced 
into a regular fighting shape in Kansas by Franklin Pit 
and James Bachanan, throagh their lieutenants Pate, 
Titns, Bnford and the rest of tbe Bi rdfc -RnfBtiu whom 
they sent into tbe Territory to fight the battles of slavery, 
with the anderstaading (thorongbly carried out) that the 
whole army of the United States was held as a reserve to 
cover and enforce their invasion, ^ese forces having 
been repulsed and driven ont of Kansas by the Free State 
men, notwithstanding the alliance of tbe Genersl Govern¬ 
ment, Captain Brown, in strict accordanoe with the rules 
of war, organized a couple of retaliatory invasions of 
Missouri, from which he retnmed in triompb. Encour¬ 
aged by these snccesses, he extended tbe sphere of his 
operations to Virginia, where the fortnne of war went 
against him. All tbe reasons of bis defeat' 
know, and perhaps we never eball. But it was a contin¬ 
gency which he knew to be poesible, and be is ready to 
face its conseqnenoes with noflioching pluck, as his com¬ 
panions in arms did who fell in the engagement. The 
e old man and bia followers bad an idea, whether 
one or not, and acted up to it, at the risk and the 
expense of their lives. They held the opinion to be trne, 
and lived and died in accordance with it- 

“ Whether os the gallava high, 

Or in the bettU'e ren. 

The atlcit piece for Meu le die 
li when he dies for Hso ! " 

The BoggesUoD of your last week's leader aa to the 
hopeless nature of the attempt, even bad as many 
joined him aa be had arms for, is nndonbledly very true, 
if be expected to create snch a rising of the slaves, and 
call about him snch a force of white emancipatiooists, 
sbonld make emancipation necessary. But if bia only pur¬ 
pose was to inspire a wide spread panic and to make the 
slaveholders exceeding uncomfortable in their sins, and 
thus make them consider the wisdom of relieving their 
fears by removing the occasion of them, he certainly has 
effected it in a great degree already. The andisgaised 
terrors which are harrying on the denoutmaU of the tragedy 
at Charlestown, on which perhaps the curtain will have 
fallen before this letter appears in print, have evidently 
spread themselves far and wide over tbe slave region. 
Now, if he had evacuated Harper’s Ferry after boldiog it 
a day, carrying away with bim tbe military chest and such 
slaves as he could collect, we may not be able fully to 
conceive of tbe consternation that wonld have ensued, bnt 
we may form soma faint imagination of it from tbe ter- 
which even the defeat of the expedition could not 
qneach. Yon will remember that these terrors bad mag¬ 
nified the nnmbers of the invaders and of the staves that 
had joined them to six hnndred on Sunday night. Had 
they disappeared among the mountains, we may be 
that tbeir nnmber wonld not have been lesa ibai 
tbonsaod In the belief of tbe panic-stricken popolation, 
and people in the coolest possession of their senses wonld 
have believed that so bold an attack would be made 
without an adequate force to snstain it. Even if swift 
pursuit bad been made, ss few men as Captain Brown bad 
with him oonld have snstaioed themselves in the fastnesses 
of the monntaias against greatly superior odds for a long 
time, and probably conld have dispersed themselves in 
safety among (he population of Peonsylvania and Ohio, 
after awhile. 

If the purpose of Captain Brown, therefore, was merely 
( strike terror into the heart of Slavedom, and to aggra- j 
vate the fears of servile insurrection, which are confessed 
npoa every page of Soalbern statute-books relating to the 
blacks, free or slave, be has accomplished his object 
already by wbat be did—from which we can Infer 

I he wonld have done could be have avoided 
capture. I do not here enter Into the question of the pro¬ 
priety or expediency of this method of carrying on the 
against slavery. But on bis owa ideas, ss far as we 
may gather or infer them, I should say that his expedilloo 
oanaot be considered as a failare, even as it is, while it 
might have been, with a very slight change of the dice, a 
macb more winning game. Besides tbe mere terror he 
has struck Into the slaveholding heart, he has shown most 
demonstratively tbe weakness of the slaveholdiog 
try and how open it is to just such assanlte as this. If | 
there survive any men of the way of thinking of Captain 
Brown, bis experiment has laid open a way of acting 
which they can follow, if they are as ready 
the dangers and meet the consequences. I don’t know 
whether there are any snch persona left, but we may be 
very sure that the InbibitanU of the slave States will be¬ 
lieve that there are mnltiiudes—the rather that the Vir¬ 
ginia aatborities and the Democratic preasss, for political 
purposes, seem resolved that there shaU be, including ii 
their ranks many of the most prominent Northern men. I 
the slaves hear of this, as they do of course, they m.iy be j 
better informed of the next invasion, aad be more ready 
than they showed themselves this time, to second it. It 
wiU not be the fault of Gov. Wise or of the Wew YoTk\ 
Btraid, aud their like, if they be not. 

A great deal of very instructive American history has 
happened within the last fortnight. I presume most read¬ 
ers laughed, aa 1 did, at tbe plastic fears of tbe slavehold¬ 
ers, when the telegraph brought on the news that tbe 
AboUtiouists bad seized on the Arsenal at Harper’s Ferry 
and were calling on tbe slaves to rise. I supposed, and 
so did everybody that I met, that it was a strike ou tbe 
part of the operatives there, like that on the Erie Railway 
the other day, which had been erected into au Anti- 
Slavery movement But it was true for all that, iu its| 
substance, thoagh exaggerated enoagh in its details. 
There has been some cariosity here to know whether the 
General Government, or tbe State of Virginia, which has 
thoroughly snubbed it in this matter, propose taking any 
measores with regard to any persons on whom snspicion 
may rest of having been aiding and abetting to this 
attempt. If there be any proof of any such helping, 
nothing can be clearer than that, according to all existing 
law, the parties must be tried where the crime vss com¬ 
mitted—that is, at the place they paid tbe money or gave 
the advice. Bat as the question must be brought, in case 
of aUaited States prosecution, before tbe Federal Coarts, 
of course the law would be made to order, according to 
the pattern sent down from tbeir masters at Washington, 
case they should rale that the accused sbonld be 
Virginia for trial, we might have a very good 
chance to see what virtue there may be in a Massaohusetts 
Court and Governor to protect the lieges. But it is not 
likely they will give us the advantage of snch a folly. 
AU tbe Democrats want is material te work np into poll- 
tical capital, by means of the newspapers, against the next 
election. I don’t believe they want to break their shins 
rer any Northern prosecutions. 

Yon would hardly expect a very lively letter from me, 

St at this time, even if I bad anything to make it ont of, 
which I have not. The qnestlon of tbe Mann Statue has 
been settled, at last, as it should be—that is, if the Legis¬ 
lature really wanted to have it go up. This, I suppose, 
the majiKity reaUy did, by way of a compensation for their 
folly in permitting the Webster Statne to be set np. The 
natnral stupidity of legislators, which always is greater in 
proportion than a jnst representation of their coostitnents 
would justify, did not at first perceive the trap that was 
in the proposition that tbe Statue shonld 


unless approved by them, or tbeir successors. They did 
not see that it was a mere plan for leaving tbe whole mat¬ 
ter as open as ever, under a plausible appearance of set¬ 
tling it. The Honse struck out the amendment onci 
pnt it back again on tbe remonstrances of Mr. Charles 
Hale, the Speaker, and editor of the Daily Advertiser. This 
gentleman has also tbe additional characteristic of being 
a nephew of Mr. Everett, and be descended from the 
chair and made a speech which turned tbe Honse round 
again. The Senate sent back the resolves with the amend¬ 
ment stricken ont. The Honse adhered for awhile ; bnt, 
after the idea had been beaten into their thick beads that 
the amendment meant the defeat of the scheme, and also 
that ooe object of the opposition to it was to leave tbe 
corresponding position open for Mr. Everett one of these 
days, they at last receded, and the Statne may now be set 
up as soon as it can be cast. How soon that will be I 
cannot tell; bnt I presume there will be little difflcplty 
in raising the amonnt necesary to do it. 

I had last week the pleasnre of assisting, as tbe French 
say, at the Anti-Slavery Tea-party at Weymontb—being 
an incident of their annaal Fair. It was very well 
attended. Mr. E imnnd Qiincy presided. Messrs. Garrison 
and Phillips, and the Rev. Mr. Mellen of Weymouth, and 
other gentlemen, spoke to general acceptance. I have 
not beard tbe peenniary result of the Fair, which lasted 
for three days; but I believe it was even better than 
nanal, and that in spite of an nnaanal depression it 
bneiness of that section of the State. d.

Garter, E-q., of this city, and daughter of 'John Brooks, 
M.D., of Bernardstoo, Mass., depaited this life Out 17, 
1869, aged 38 years. Her last days were marked by cii-; 
oum3taDces of which ibe knowledge may have a valne 
for tbonghtful end intelligent people, even among those 
who did not know that such a person lived. 

Mrs. Carter was “ highly educated ” in the beat sense ; 

I edocation not scholastic, but of manners, la person 
e was more than handsome. Those who remember her 
appearance before tbe access of the fatal illneas eetoem j 
ve been one of tbe most beautifnl women ol 
New York. This shonld be considered, when we know 
that extreme personal beauty ia one of the influential 
of self-culture or its contrary. But the beauty of 
non did not differ from her soul and inteUeot— 
luoded, queen-like without pride, sensitive withont 
affeotatioo, aspiriog with passiocs that in a man wonld 
have been esteemed heroic, or rather martyr-like ; and 
m inheritance, for the life of her father has been 
that of a benefactor and pbilantbropist. 

Tbe last days of her life, during which she awaited 
deaUi in the certainty of its coming, were a complete ard | 
locid argnmeut for the immortality of tbe zonl, much 
coDvincing than the conjecturea of Plato or the 
reasonings of the moderns.

ity than the gift of reason itself. Wben not agonized 
with pain, her coantenance assumed such expressions ol 
supreme beatitude, and beauty almost supernatural, as 
would have entitled her to saintship in the eyes of a 
Christian artist. It was not difficnlt to realize in her 
looks that ideal with which tbe Christian Church has 
always pleased and exalted itself, of the maternal nnited 
with the divine, tbe infinence of tbe Holy Spirit beaming 
tbrongh the soul of a woman. 

The obsequies were celebrated by her friends withont 
ostentation. Only those were present who knew her and 
her goodness. As she represented and attracted purity, 
iotelUgence and highest Christian onltnre, these came 
together at her funeral, which was not so much a lamen¬ 
tation as a triumph over death. Some tears were shed, 
but the fall belief of all that the departed soul was in 
heaven took away the sting.
